the four robbers, who planned tbo bold at- 
tempt. It has just been nscartuiuud that four 
men undertook tho job: that they reached 
Modiciue Lodge, which is located in a thinly 
settled country, some timo Tuesday night 
Wednesday morning tboy were noticed on thu 
streets, but not tocetbar, and, it Wing a dis- 
agrcoablo, raiuy day, but few people \vero out. 
A fow minutes past 10 o'clock tho robbers 
met aud outonxl tbe bank wberu Gepport and 
Fuyne were talking. 
Tboy immediately 


leveled 
theii- 
revolvers, and 
demande 


tho money in tbo bank; nt tho same time ono 
of thorn bojan shooting. 
Mr, Geppart, tho

Ho re- 
viewed at length tho navigation laws of tho 
United States and Great Britain, ami con- 
tended that English supremacy oil tho ocean 
was directly attributable to wise statesman- 
ship which permitted ship owners to buy 
their vessels where thoy could get them 
cheapest.
